The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not disclose controlling a CPAP device by adjusting treatment pressure only during a 
second, subsequent session occurring after the blower is turned off or on a different night, based 
on a derived sleep disorder index determined during a prior session.
